Existing  Water  Supplies. 

Twenty-two  of  the  25  parishes  have  a  piped  water  supply  and 
in  2  more  part  parishes  work  is  expected  to  commence  in  1958. 
Schemes  will  also  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  1558 
for  approval  to  the  villages  of  Knipton  and  Harston,  and  when 
these  are  finished  a  public  supply  will  be  available  in  all  the 
25  parishes. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid  to 
consumers ' premises . 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  Plumbo  Solvency 
in  the  piped  supplies. 

Shortages  have  been  experienced  in  villages  fed  from  the 
joint  supply  (Melton  Mowbray  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
Rural  Council). 

The  need  for  curtailment  of  the  piped  supplies  will  be 
eliminated  when  the  River  Dove  Water  Board  supplies  are  available 
in  1959  -  60. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  have  been  no  new  works  of  sewerage  during  the  year  under 
review  but  the  Council's  Engineers  have  prepared  and  had  approved 
by  the  Council,  schemes  for  the  provision  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
and  Sewers  in  14  villages  and  the  improvement  of  Disposal  Works 
at  Asfordby. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage  -  Continued. 

Schemes  to  serve  another  three  villages  are  now  in  course  of 
preparation.  It  is  hoped  the  approval  of  the  Ministry 
to  work  proceeding  will  be  received  as  soon  as  financial 
considerations  permit.

Turing  the  year  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  been 
maintained  and  efficient  service  given  with  a  fleet  of 
modern  vehicles  comprising  :~ 

2  S.D.  13  cu.yd.  Refuse  Collector. 

2  S.D,  Combined  Nightsoil  and  Cesspool 
emptier.  80  gallon  capacity, 
and  1  S.D.  Refuse  Collector  for  Salvage  Work. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced.  During  the  year  a 
Tractor  with  attachments  has  been  purchased  to  level  refuse 
on  these  tips,  and  this  system  has  been  found  very  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms,  when  it  is  ploughed 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty  in 
disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is 
not  anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  for  the  next 
year  or  two.  The  cost  of  nightsoil  collections  however,  is 
continually  rising  and  the  Council  should,  as  soon  as  possible, 
give  serious  consideration  to  the  conversion  of  pail  closets 
to  water  closets  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  this  service. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods 
and  has  resulted  in  116  pail  closets  and  3  privies  to 
water  closets  during  the  year. 

This  has  had  no  material  influence  in  reducing  the  cost  of  the 
service,  but  the  Council  has  resolved  to  discontinue  on  the 
31st.  March,  1958,  the  collection  of  nightsoil  in  3 
villages  where  there  is  an  efficient  supply  of  mains  water 
and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  collection  of  salvage  was  continued  during  the  year  and 
the  following  weights  of  salvage  were  collected.
